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MONUMENTS ON MARS?

At the February meeting of the UFO Study Group of Greater St. 
Louis, a video tape will be shown that will feature peculiar topo¬ 
graphic features discovered on the planet Mars. The video features 
Richard C. Hoagland, NASA consultant, space scientist and sci¬ 
ence advisor to Walter Cronkite and CBS. 

Hoagland organized the Mars Project to promote the scientific 
investigation of segments of tape recorded by the unmanned space¬ 
craft Viking Orbiter 1 taking pictures while circling Mars in 1976. 
The tapes revealed an unusual formation that on close analysis ap¬ 
pears to be a human face on a desert on Mars. 

Continued research for at least ten years has developed an im¬ 
pressive array of computer generated enhanced views of the Cydo- 
nia area of Mars. This area includes the face and other enigmatic 
artifacts such as pyramids and outcroppings of a buried city. This 
study was published in 1987 in a book named "The Monuments of 
Mars - A City on the Edge of Forever". This led to Hoagland's "In¬ 
telligence Hypothesis" theory that these artifacts were not pro¬ 
duced by forces of nature. 

Hoagland also founded the Mars Mission which was formed to 
convince the scientific community and NASA that the next flight 
to Mars should include a close examination of the Cydonia area. 
That mission left Earth in September and should reach Mars in Au¬ 
gust 1993 and start sending pictures 50 times more detailed than in 
the first Viking Orbiter, possibly including this mysterious area.

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January Meeting: A Review and Response to 

SECRET LIFE 

Firsthand Accounts of UFO Abductions 
by David M. Jacobs, Ph.D. 

Meeting Report by Marge Myers, 
Recording Secretary 

Although the weather was somewhat uncoopera¬ 
tive on January 10, 1993, the UFO Study Group of 
Greater St. Louis met to hear a report on Dr. David 
Jacobs’ latest book entitled SECRET LIFE. Spen¬ 
cer Wolling, Treasurer, offered an objective review 
of the book, calling it "very realistic". 

After giving a brief history of Jacobs’ educational 
background and subsequent interest in the subject of 
UFO’s, Wolling quoted Jacobs as saying, "I knew if 
I was going to make sense of what was happening, I 
would have to do abduction research myself." Ja¬ 
cobs had never hypnotized anybody and at first saw 
it as a frightening prospect. However, in 1985 he 
sat in on numerous hypnotic sessions with Budd 
Hopkins. Jacobs read numerous books on hypnosis, 
attended conferences, and dedicated a great deal of 
time to learning proper techniques for hypnotic re¬ 
gression. In time, Jacobs became an expert and felt 
he could trust himself better than anyone else when 
it came to this facet of abductee research. In the 
next 5 years, Jacobs performed over 325 hypnotic 
regressions, and out of those sessions uncovered 60 
abductees. 

During his years of active investigation, Jacobs’ 
thorough questioning of abductees revealed a pat¬ 
tern to the abductions, a common scenario matrix 
consisting of physical, mental and reproductive pro¬ 
cedures, each broken down into primary, secondary 
and ancillary routines. (See chart on Page 3 for Ja¬ 
cobs’ detailed scenario.) 

Wolling read selected bits from the forward to 
SECRET LIFE written by Dr. John E. Mack, a well- 
known and learned abduction researcher. "The idea 
that men, women and children can be taken against 
their wills from their homes, cars and schoolyards 
by strange humanoid beings, lifted onto spacecraft 
and subjected to intrusive and threatening proce¬ 
dures is so terrifying, and so shattering to our no¬ 
tions of what is possible in our universe, that the ac¬ 
tuality of the phenomenon has been largely rejected 
out of hand or bizarrely distorted in most media ac¬ 
counts. .." 

John Schroeder was the next speaker, who stated 
before he began his talk "I felt I ought to give a re¬ 


sponse to the book rather than a review." The sub¬ 
jective review that ensued was fascinating in that he 
shared many of his personal experiences, including 
dreams and his interpretation of them. 

Schroeder told of his early childhood experience 
of a very severe nosebleed. He bled intensely for 
over two hours before his family could stop it. 
Some 30 years later, Schroeder reported a dream 
that there were basically two kinds of creatures, one 
being was benevolent and the other malevolent. In 
other dreams he was told about a civilization that 
had colonized on one of 5 planets in a double star 
system. The existence of this double star system 
was later scientifically verified. 

He had written down various dreams and things 
he had been told in them long before information re¬ 
garding such subjects had been published. One of 
these was concerning implants. He had been told 
that little metal BB-like implants were being used 
that had barbs on them like swastikas which made 
them less likely to come loose. They were placed in 
the sinus cavities or other parts of the body and 
were used in tracking and/or controlling individuals. 
Schroeder said he was told later implants are now 
made of a plastic-like material which makes them 
less likely to be detected by CAT Scans and other 
imaging equipment. 

Schroeder said in SECRET LIFE Dr. Jacobs 
questions whether the concrete memories of abduc¬ 
tees are reliable or whether they are controlled 
memories or confabulation (the unconscious inven¬ 
tion and filling in of memories) meant to answer 
questions that are unanswerable. Jacobs also says 
some of these memories may be "manipulation", 
which would be disinformation and false cover sto¬ 
ries planted by the abductor in the mind of the ab¬ 
ductee. Schroeder said the only reason he is bold 
enough to stand up in front of the group to tell his 
experiences is that unlike chanelling or disinforma¬ 
tion, there has been later verification for some of the 
things he said. 

Jacobs discusses teleportation, and Schroeder 
gave his personal interpretation of a dream he had 
where he was taken from his bed and transported at 
a great height and could look down on the states, 
even though there was quite a cloud cover. He was 
lowered to the ground in California where he saw 
something that was apparently a future ever 1 .. Hh 
panic people were harvesting tokay grapes ir. a 
field, which indicated that it must be August or Sep¬ 
tember. Schroeder saw what was to have been the

result of water lubricated falls - "the year of the 
floods" (which may or may not be this year). 
Schroeder said there was a massive earthquake felt 
clear to Kansas, and it was to destroy a number of 
large dams including the Hoover Dam. The Colora¬ 
do River would flow with full force all the way 
down to its Mexican entrance and there would be a 
great loss of life. Schroeder said he saw the center 
of California dp and fall into the sea. 

Schroeder said that when he awakened from this 
dream he was very upset and felt something had to 
be done. He drew a picture of the State of Califor¬ 


nia showing exactly where he saw the faults that 
would cause this devastation and sent it to the geol¬ 
ogy department of the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. In 2 weeks his material was returned along 
with a note stating that the University was not in the 
business of predicting earthquakes. They said they 
laid a copy of the satellite photo of the state over his 
picture and wondered where he got his map because 
they matched line for line and curve for curve. 
Schroeder said there is some verification, and some¬ 
thing obviously happened that he had this informa¬ 
tion that was reproducible. 

These views of Jacobs' book made fora most in¬ 
teresting afternoon. 
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Primary experiences , which involve procedures that the aliens perform the greatest number of times omthe greatest number 
of people and that set the structure for all other procedures to come. 


Secondary experiences , which occur less frequently. All abductees have some secondary experiences, but not during every 
episode, and some procedures might never be performed on individual abductees. 

Ancillary experiences , which involve specialized sexual and other irregular procedures. These happen infrequently to the 
abductee population as a whole, but may recur many times to an individual abductee.

The Parapsychology Committee met January 20 
to discuss the Paramann Program.

In 
fact, they claim that such quickly learned powers 
can be turned off by mental blocks projected from 
other Masters. Paramann Program scientists coun¬ 
ter with their newly developed "switch technique" 
which prevents the "ofF mechanism from being 
used. The Parapsychology Committee members 
were skeptical, but pass on a direct mail address:

As a UFO bull he has profited 
handsonielv Irom hooks on the subject.

The Jirst was a letter Irom his literary 
aeem Andrew Lownie lamenting that 
"it is easy to poke fun at Tim." who 
deserved '*a fair hearing". The second 
was the appearance on a Scottish hill¬ 
side. last week, ol the worlds first mon¬ 
ument to a visit by a UFO The metal 
plaque, in West Lothian, commemo¬ 
rates the 1**70 sighting ol a spaceship" 
which overpowered a lorcsiry worker, 
tore his clothes and gassed him hetore 
speeding olf. 

The West Lothian incident attracted 
the interest ol Arthur C Garke. the sci¬ 
ence writer, who made a detailed 
record. It so happens that,Tim Good s 
father, who worked in radar, shared an 
RAF camp with ‘ Spaceship Garke." as 
he was then known, during and after 
the Second World War. "Arthur 
Garke was called a complete nutter in 
those days." Mr Good say* pleasantly. 

UFO monitors tend to get mocked 
mercilessly. Reaction can be at best 
sceptical: at worst, a howl of ridicule. 

in his latest hook .Alien Liaison. The 
Ultimate Secret, about to he released in 
paperback (Arrow. £4.99). Mr Good 
describes conversations which others 
have had with beings from outer space, 
adding: Though liighlv evolved spiri¬ 
tually. these people were down to 
Earth' ; n ih- ,.'.e that ;hev enjoyed 


creature comforts. And - thank heav¬ 
ens - they had a sense of humour." 
His own sense of humour helps him 
cope *uh reviewer*, one of whom 
wrote (in The Dade Teltx^ph) of an 
earlier volume.. (bene Top Secret. The 
If in/i/mde UFO Ctner-np:- 

"1 do not know how manv trees were 
cut down to produce this 590-page dia¬ 
tribe. but I wish they had been left 
standing ... Mr Good's ideas are those 
of a maniac." 

Of Alien Liaison, the same writer 
declared tin The Spectator I: "It is pain¬ 
ful io turn to the shrill yapping* of 
Timothy Good . The thesis, which he 
shouts rather than argues, is that aliens 
are constantly visiting Earth and that 
the US Government is covering them 
up*. Really. 1 .. Only mentally subnor¬ 
mal people could believe in it." Anoth¬ 
er reviewer found it "credulous bunk". 
Mom review* are kinder, however. 

His literary' agent, a military histori¬ 
an wuh knowledge of intelligence mat¬ 
ter*. sent me a photograph of his client 
which resembled Captain Kirk of the 
starship Enterprise. In the llesh. he 


seems less exotic talL grey haired, pale, 
serious, courteous, softly spoken. He 
wear* an elegant grey suit and dark- 
blue tie. His hands are long and hair¬ 
less. the fingers tapering artistically. 
There is a sty on his right eyelid. The 
bedroom which he shares with his 
girlfriend, a teacher, has a wall lined 
with UFO books. In the haJL there are 
shelves of classified documents from 
many pans of tbe world and folders of 
newspaper and magazine dippings. 
Along a wall of the living-room are hi-fi 
equipment. LPs and tape*. Against an¬ 
other is a word processor. Near the sky¬ 
probing camera are a music-stand 
supporting sheets of Bach, an an dem 
china cabinet and an enormous hi-li 
speaker. He serv e* col fee in red cups 
and vtteks a cigarette into a holder. 


Mr Good, now 49. had just entered 
his teens when a cousin in American 
computer research sent him a book 
about space aliens ‘I wav immediately 
excited." he says. “There had been re¬ 
ports Irom military and civilian airline 
pilots that the general public wasn't 
aware of: to date. 3-500 sighting* since 
the 19 UK. The majority remain classi¬ 
fied - in the interests of national secu¬ 
rity. the various government agencies 
say - but details of some have been 
released." He shows me documents he 
obtained, using the US Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act. from the Pentagon. 
North American Aerospace Defense 
Command and other sources. Sections 
have been blacked out by the censor. 

His pursuit of "the truth" - that 
UFO exist, that their occupants actu¬ 
ally walk the Earth, and that govern¬ 
ments know a lot more than they re 
prepared to acknowledge - intensified 
after he ielt the LSO in I97S (he still 
does “session work", including televi¬ 
sion commercials and films 1. In 1933. 
he published an exploratory volume 
ataut UFOs at his own expense. Two 


thousand copies were sold, bringing a 
tiny profit. His researches have taken 
him into the Pentagon and the White 
House otHce. and he has talked (some¬ 
times inconclusively) to the CIA. mili¬ 
tary officer* and vpace scientists. 

.4501 Z TOP SECRET, published by 
Sidgwick ± Jackson in 1987. and later 
by Grafton Book*, went to the top of 
the bestseller lists in Britain and Aus¬ 
tralia and has since done well in the 
United States. Canada. Germany and 
Japan ..ilten Liaison, too. is likely to be 
a commercial success (18.000 hardback 
sale* already). It is dedicated to Brit¬ 
ain s former Chief of Defence Staff. 
Admiral of tbe Fleet Lord I lill-Norton. 
whose introductory comments include 
the words: "I have known Tim Guud 


for about It) vearv Juring which I have 
formed the opinion that he is both hon¬ 
est and reliable. I am quite sure that he 
is noi a ‘nut-case .. .'* 

The book is. by us nature, weird, re¬ 
ferring. tor example, to alleged en¬ 
counters between "Ethenans" 
(occupants of UFi>s) and rwo Ameri¬ 
can Republican presidents. Dwight D 
Eisenhower and Ronald Re-atfan. 

According io Mr Good's inform¬ 
ants. during an unscheduled visit to 
Edwards Air Force Base in California 
Eisenhower was taken to llancer 27 
where a Ihmc iauccr and its occupants 
were housed. The Ethenans had the 
same propontons as humans and were 
jMc io breathe oi r atmosphere." Mr 
Guud records. The*. spoke English, and 
suppo>edlv informed the president that 
they wanted to Marl an ‘educational 
programme" for ihe people ol Earth, 
then reponedlv demonstrated their 
paranormal powers by making them¬ 
selves invisible, causing Eisenhower 
considerable embarrassment. 

Ike. who often had difficult* string¬ 
ing sentences together, could have 
used an "cducjtkKial programme 
Ditto Ronald Reagan. In I**74. accord¬ 
ing to Mr Good. the then airborne gov - 
ernor ul' California saw a big light 
and ordered the pilot to give chav: 
"We followed it lor several minutes." 
Reagan is reported as having said. “All 
of a sudden, to our utter amazement it 
went straight up into ihe heavens. 
When I got olf the plane I told Nanc* 
afl about it." Eight veai* later, while 
ncwing the film FT in the White 
House. President Reagan whispered to 
the producer Steven Spielberg: “There 
are probably only sa people to this 
room who know how true this is." 

Mr Good say*: “1 haven t actually 
confirmed that last bit with Spielberg, 
but I win." 

Then there i* Jimmy Carter s sight¬ 
ing. During ha 1*76 Presidential elec¬ 
tion campaign Carter announced that 
bed Seen a UFO mi 1969. 

I ask Mr Good “Did you know 
about Jimmv Career's giant rabbit.'"
